Dr. Ballare, a 
well known botanist and geologist, had in 
his possession recently a plant which he 
claimed to be a specimen of tho Diosccrea 
batata found at Little Santa Fa. By trac- 
ing the plant back some 300 year? the doc- 
tor says that undoubtedly tho Dioscoroa 
batata was the progenitor of tlio so called 
Irish potato. It appears that tho aborigi- 
nes of this section knew tho art of propa- 
gation of plants by cultivation from their 
Wild state, and by such knowledge.pro- 
duced tha tubor now so generally in use 
and found on every table. 


"It's a matter of history," said the doc- 


tor, "that the potato was 'first used as an 
cdibio by the Indians, near what is now 
known as Little Santa Fe, Jackson coun- 
ty, Mo. From there it became an article 
of barter. The edible was so palatable that 
its uso spread rapidly and become com- 
mon among the Indians in Virginia. The 
potato fall into the hands o£ Sir Walter 
Raleigh in Virginia, who recognized a 
good thing when ho saw it. Sir Walter 
'•,ook it on one of his trips to Europe, and 
by reason of tho soil and climate of Ire- 
land it at onco became n staple article of 
food; honco the name Irish potato. 
The 


little town of Santo Fo has never set up 
its claim for being tho birthplace of Ire- 
land's staple food, for outside of tho bot- 
anists the mattor is not possibly knuwn 
to tho citi'/cns of that locality. That the 
potato nourishes iu'this locality, more so 
than In any other section of tho country, 
is a woll known fact, and tho Dioscorea 
batata grows in groat abundance there. 
By experimental tests tho plant finally 
produces a small potato, from which larger 
.ones will grow.—Kansas City Journal. '

FO wet aiid spongy thut one cannot mute 
a first class job with the posts. In the 
fnll one can put in the posts to stay. 
To Jsaul the material in place in the 
spring makes clods and ruts, and a rv.t 
in tbo spring is very apt to be a_gully 
by midsummer in the fields. Not so 
when tho ground is dry and solid, as it 
is in the fall. Of course, the holes aro 
not dug1 with tbe spade. A good post 
hole digger can bo bought for $2, per- 
btips a little less if you pny spot down. 
Or if you use steel posts there are no 
holes to dig. 


Only very cheap land and very cheap 


timber will justify the Virginia rail 
fonce nowadays. The space it occupies 
is a very serious objection to tho osaga 
orange hedge. 
Wliat snowdrifts tho 


hedges nre sure to make! Rail fences 
and bonrd fences are responsible for 
many a snowdrift also. But tho snow 
does not drift badly agai'nsfcvnrofences. 
Tho disposition oJ « fence to blow 
down also ia not unimportant, especial- 
ly ou. tho prairies. A hard windstorm 
will blow down l-ho rail fence and may 
blow down tho bonrd fence, but it does 
not blow down tho wire fence. Wire 
fence, too, does not ruiiko a shelter for 
insects, uud it favors woods less than 
any ether fence. 


In tho end n wire fence will bo tho 


cheapest in nine cases out of ten. One 
can put up, complete, n woven or locked 
•\viro fence for about 50 cents a rod. 
Hint's a cheap fence when you consider 
how strong and durable it is. Count 
nine wires, galvanized, No. 9 or No. 10 
wire. That makes a close, strong fence 
of 1he legal height iu most states—4 
feet 6 inches. Tho barbed wire fence is 
antiquated. It was a good thing in its 
day. 
Somo wire fence has been made 


with tho posts 33 feet apart. That's too 
far. Posts 16 foet apart nro about right. 


No wire fence, no matter what its 


merits, will bo satisfactory unless the 
end posts are well braced. That is the 
most important part of all—to brace tho 
end posts. Those posts should go four 
feet in tho ground. Galvanized wire is 
tho cheapest. It costs only a trifle more 
and lasts much longer. It is not econ- 
omy tn use wire too light—No. 10 is 
light enough. 
No. 9 is bettor. One 


must have breaks in mind when he se- 
lects tao wire aud wear when he selects 
the posts. Tho wire will probably not 
weur the posts. Moral—use only large 
seasoned posts.

Mold tho dough into tho shape of n 


mouse (seo Fig. 1). At tho point A on each 
sido make a deep puncture with a largo 
skewer. Take SOJDO Cuo wiro und cut it 
into short lengths for whiskers, whicli 
should bo flxcd at the sides of tho noso. 
They should be twisted at tho onds where 
they arc fastened, so that they will hold. 
Tho oyes arc best mrulc by using small hat- 
pins with black glass heads. Put the mouso 
into a very hot oveu and bnko it just 
enough to crust. 
Take it one and rcmovo 


all tlio inside from B to C. You can mako 
it highly realistic by coating tho buck 
lightly with gelatin or gum nrabic dis- 
solved In water and "fluffing" him by 
snipping gray worsted finely and Jetting 
it fall nil over him.

Tractlcu Enclaos For Plowing. 


Pome years ago there appeared ac- 


counts of the use of traction engines for 
hauling freight on the ro;id and for 
plowing. The reports then were that on 
a few hard, and level roads in dry 
weather these engines did fair work. 
Wo often seo these engines running 
about ut .fairs, nnd wo havo wondered 
whether, beyond tlio work of hauling 
thrashing machines from place to place, 
they aro of real service on the ordinary 
country road. Tho leading American 
manufacturers do not appear to be able 
to give a case where traction engines 
nro practically useful for road work. 
Tho followingcandid letter from tho A. 
B. Farquhar company to The Rural 
Kew Yorker seems to state tho case 
fairly; 


"Wo do not recommend traction en- 


gines for either plowing or road pur- 
poses, and havo never known n single 
engine- to be used for either purpose any 
length of time with satisfactory results. 
Purchasers like them for tho first year 
or two, uud then they begin to find that 
they cost moro thnu they come to. So 
fur as our knowledge goes, thoro are no 
traction engines today in tho United 
States used successfully for road work 
or for plowing. Wo consider our traction 
engine as good as or better than any 
other, but wo write any one who wants 
a traction for cither roud purposes or 
plowing that traction engines are not 
adapted to this sort of work. " 


The great interest now being taken in 


"horseless" carriages in Europe will 
most likely start sonio sort of a boom 
for ste;ua freighting in this eouutry. 
Of course there avo many places where 
steam wagons for hauling freight would 
prove of immense benefit to farmers. It 
must be- understood, however, says tho 
journal quoted, that the country roads 
must be greatly improved before steam 
engines cun do fair work on thorn. 
From every point of view tho farmers 
aro interested in bettor roads. 


Irrigation Problems. 


The problems involved in irrigation 


of tlio present aiicl for the future aro 
vital, not only to our western states, but 
to the rest of the country. The Ameri- 
cau Agriculturist has shown how direct 
is the interest of tho south in this mat- 
ter, for :i comprehensive system of stor- 
age reservoirs in tho -west might hold 
back, tho floods which now periodically 
devastate the valleys of tho Missouri, 
Mississippi, Arkansas, Red and other 
rivers, whoso waters ultimately seek the 
gulf. The relation of contiguous states 
to interstate irrigation, enterprises is an- 
other problem that is yearly beoominy 
moro' complicated.

—Anna M. Pfalt in Youth's Companion, 


HUSKING AND CRIBBING CORN. 


Husk Soon UN Ready For tho Crib—Tttillx 


injr Snft Corn—Seed Corn. 


The idea prevails that husking corn 1s 


a job that ciin be put of! and done at 
aiiv time, but much loss is sustained 
from mice, withering winds and rain. 
Then, too, leaving com'in the'liolds uu- 
hvu&od until freezing weather is the oc- 
casion of serious loss -in -way of soft 
coru, the value of -which is greatly Im- 
paired \vhcij it is once frozen hard. For 
these and similar reasons husking should 
begin as soon after cutting as the coin 
is iu :condi(:iou for it. A correspondent 
of the Ohio Farmor,.who advocates husk- 
ing'its soon as practicable, says: 
> 


Tbo sorting should be done at once. I 


know, of so better time for this wort 
than just ns tho ears are husked. 
Have 


a basket near your elbow; If you throw 
with your right bund, husk on the side 
of the pile tlmt brings this hand nearest 
to tho basket. Husk clenu. Xubbins had 
better be taken out unless tho fodclur is 
fed out at once. If left in, mico and rats 
will harbor in tho shocks, and cattle 
will not relish such fodder. 
Throw all 


BOJUK] (erih corn) in the basket. 
By 


husking cleau, I mean taking ofi all silk 
uud husks. It will take no longer to do 
it well thnu to half doit. The small 
mid soft corn cim be throw-n on the 
ground. Wo usually carry some sacks 
and pick up every half day, or it can be 
left in the field until enough is husked 
to make a load, then pick up. This can 
be dono in the afternoon when fodder is 
too,dry to handle. 


To get this soft and small corn early 


is one of the advantages of early husk- 
.ing. As a large amount cf this cannot 
very well be kept together, it ran be £ed 
out" to .good advantage us hutkiug pro- 
ceeds. 'If one has hogs enough to keep 
np with, husking, they make the best; 
crib for this can. If one has a large1 
amount of corn nnd not many hogs, so 
tho-sinull and soft com pile gets ahead 
of the consuming capacity, don't stop 
husking. Winter is coming. A cheap 
cfiVcan be put up. In feeding this 
'Small corn it should be sorted, the soft- 
est ::ud thoso cars that aro part moldy, 
fad 'to cattle aud brood sows. 
Soft corn 


fis op'e pf the best foods for producing 
'milk I have found yet. Soft corn is also 
one of the best things to start spring 
calves eiuing grain. 


As each ear cones directly under our 


observation in husking its proper place 
can at once be decided upon without 
any extra time or Inbor, and hero is a 
good opportunity for 
selecting seed 


coru. Select when husking ears of me- 
dium sizo, of uniform Thickness, straight 
rows, well filled at tho' ends, and those 
that grow quite near tlio stalk, and ker- 
nels ~that nre tight together, and you 
have iho best yield .tho,field affords. 


On ears intended for seed leave some 


husks. The o:irs can be put iu a dry place, 
tied by tho husks in twos and hung up 
away from ruts and mice and will not 
need looking after until planting time. 


Tlio crib should be so constructed as 


to mimic a wngou to drive alongside, 
with nu opening sit iho top to scoop in. 
Mino is made of common fencing and is 
32 foet long, 5 foet wide at bottom, 6% 
at top, T feet high, with roof sloping 
oneway. This makes it convenient for 
unloading. The boards run length-wise. 
In this way shoveling need uoc bo done 
so high, as" tho boards c;iu easily be tak- 
en off and replaced us tho crib is filled. 
ItU-.olds about 1,000 bushels. 
Experi- 


ence has taught me thut a tight floor is 
not the proper thing for a eorncrib. 
Cracks, if no: more than au inch wide, 
should bo left us near as ton inches 
apart at least. Experience has taught 
me as well that such a pile of corn 
wants circulation of uir through tho 
center for safety. 
For this take two 


boards 7 and S "inches wide; uail in V 
shape with cleats every six feet to keep 
from spreading. Put this in lengthwise 
in the center, with holes cut iu ends of 
crib, 'if corn is taken out at tho eud, the 
ventilator can bo made iu short pieces 
so it can bo removed as com is taken 


out. 


Irrigation For Goncrnl Fnrmlng. 


A correspondent who has observed 


methods in Califoruia, Arizona. Uttih, 
Wyoming, Nebraska and other states 
writes to American Agriculturist thut 
his conolusious as fo methods aud results 
nre ns follows: 


Tho best inolhod is the old and well 


known one of gravitation, taking- the 
water from streams and conveying in 
ditches to the hind where it is to be 
used. 
Subiirigatiun, where it is practi- 


cable, gives good results. Where water 
is raised by pumping with a lift of 10 
to 40 feet a water wheel or turbine 
wheel connected with a centrifugal 
pump is cheapest and most satisfactory. 
Windmills for lifting water for the or- 
dinary farmer's gnrdon or small truck 
fanning ure desirable, provided wooden 
tanks ure used or the soil is such that a

HISTORIC AND UNIQUE OLD NEWSPA- 


PERS STORED IN THE CAPITOL. 


Tlio Collection Makes Ono of tho niont In- 


tercstlnjr EiliIliltH ATOOIIJ; Unolo Sam'n 
Many TrcnsurcH—All Our "War M»p» Are 
Also Preserveil Tlicro. • 


Oae of the most interesting dspaittneats 


IE the Washington capital is the newspaper 
file room. The habit of keeping flits WHS 
contracted by the senate in its early days, 
v.-hen journals first, began to print reports 
of legislative proceedings. The government 
became n subscriber for The National In- 
telliuencer, a daily paper printed in theeity 
of Washington.' This historic sheet was 
started in tho year 1800 and continued for 
many years to be thoonlypaperin thecoun- 
try that gave q uiek reports of congressional 
doings."1 This was m the days before the 
telegraph, and the newspapers published 
dway from here were dependent for their 
legislative news upon this paper. In 15-15 
The Union was established and continued 
'for 11 years. 


Files1 of these two old papers, with some 


othersof the north and south, werecarefully 
kept iu tbe senate, and were the source of 
constant Information for both senators and 
representatives, who depended upon them 
In many cases far more confidently than 
upon The Globe. About eight years ago 
these files, which had been moved from 
place to place and were in danger of being 
destroyed, were transferred by resolution 
of congress to tba care of the librarian of 
congress, who bad them placed with the 
files that he had been keeping ;ind stored 
away under the crypt. Over 1,100 volumes 
were transferred. 


Mr. V.in Ness, the guardian, has a den

A great clothes- 
basket stands 0:1 top, filled to overflowing 
with the latest issues of the press.

papers wi: get here/' its he handud out a 
carL-fully kept book th:it contaiiiL'd thu 
La:uus of up\vnrd of a hundred ol t-hi; brsc 
journals published in the country.

showed the dute of subscription and the 
date of sending, the volumes to the binder, 
as well as thr.t of its return. "The senate 
takes 31 papers now in addition to these. It 
keeps me pretty busy attending to them all. 
Let us walk through the vaults, ,-ind you can 
see what a quantity of material we havo 
here." 


The books were arranged in alphabetical 


order of states, beginning with the earliest 
newspapers of Alabama, published in 1819. 
A few stops took the two around in a cir- 
cle, which completed the list of states and 
brought forth the names of the European 
capitals. 


"For we have some very complete files of 


foreign papers,'1 said the custodian. 
"We

Off down there," indi- 
cating the mysterious passage that led to 
the other side of tbe capital, "are the old 
fellows that are in duplicate up stairs in 
the library. The Intelligencer is there in 
a special disc. Here," showing the way 
Into a perfectly dark vault about 4 feet 
wide and turning off to the left nt the 
lower end, "are copies of every map that 
has ever been copyrighted in this country. 
The gem of this collection is cot very well 
known. It consists of all the maps that 
were used during the various wars in 
which this country has been eugageO. The 
maps were issued by the war depurtraent 
and turned back after they were needed no 
longer, "nd then turned over to us for 
preservation. There are some curious rel- 
ics down there," udcied the custodian tan- 
talixingly, as he turned back out of the 
dark.

PROTECTION AGAINST FROSTS:'-'-"', 


How Thin Vital. Subject I» Considered bj; 


The American Aericulturlut,. ^. 


This is a-vital'matter to frnic.'grow- 


ers and trackers, vchose season's labor 
and investment may bo wiped qnt by a 
single clestinctivb frost. Tlio more valu- 
able t'ne crop and the greater the risk-of 
frost the more effort and expense may 
ba safely put into menus of protecting 
against frosts. A famous California'Or- 
ange grove is equipped with ivsystein 
of iron pipes through which water is 
conducted to nozzles at frequent inter- 
vals, tbe idea being that the spray will 
ward off light frosts. Barrels ot tar.and 
rubbish in different parts of the orchard 
aro available for making a smudge of 
smoke, which is the most practicable 
means yet devised. 


In the case of a freeze such as visit?d 


California two years ago and Florida 
last winter or a real hard frost in other 
sections, neither of. tlieso methods is of 
much avail. Smoka is good against all 
light frosts, and is easijy obtained. 
Strawy manure, leaves, rubbish, 
etc., 


should bo piled in the lowest- places and 
about tho sides, iinc covered with hny 
caps or dnclriug, previously 
painted 


with two coats of linseed oil and dried, 
so as to bo always dry. Have a barrel of 
keroseuo oil handy, some cans and 
torches. 


When frost 
threatens, set a night 


watch to inspect thermometers placed 
on stakes in various parts of the field, 
especially ill the most rxposed places. 
If the mercury drops to 3D degrees by 1 
or 3 a, m., it is likely to mean a frost ci 
inoro or less severity before sunrise. 
Then call up the folks, light die torches 
and let each person take torch and oil 
can, previously filled, and sot fire to tho 
row of rubbish heaps previously assign- 
ed him. H the wind blows the smoke- 
away from tho Geld, carry some rubbish 
over to that side fo tho smoke will be 
blown on to instead of off from the field. 
If tho danger never comes, no expense 
worth mentioning hns been incurred, as 
tho piles can be scattered and plowed 
under for manure or burned, tho ashes 
making oxcelleDtforlili/.er. No prudent 
person thinks of leaving his buildings 
uninsured ngninst firo. Certainly it- is 
jnst us important r-o insure :'yaii!st frosts 
so fnr as it can be done by -such simple 
means :is smo!;e coverings or water. Wo 
wish ;t)l who have had experience i'-J this 
matter would sood it for publication.

York, writes: 


"The very best preventive against 


frost is not firop, but thorough spraying 
with water during the evening a-jd 
nipht. 
When this c.:m bo done, we cnu 


overcome the clangor from u fall of two 
or three degrees. This will often save 
our whole crop. This last spring I lost 
my grapes by r.- margin of not more 
than two degrees, but on a preceding 
night anticipated the frost by deluging 
the trellises with water. Of course bon- 
fires may also bo ust.'tl. I unciciparo we 
shall be compelled to adopt irrigation 
in all the eastern states."

Dnring the present year there has beer 


cnnenalconiplai;rD of daianse from grub- 
worms. Xot only was com injured, but 
in sonic districts meadows aud pastures 
were seriously affected. 
Tlio presence 


of tho grub iu numbers sufficient to bo 
dangerous cnimoi; bo known until tbe 
damage done, becomes apparent, Junk- 
ing it very difficult to fight tbe pest;. 
This grub is tho larva; of the May bee- 
tle ov June bug and is always present 
t.o some extent, but the damage is usu- 
ally iusignificnijt. 
This year, however, 


dm grubs are found in some districts in 
unprecedented numbers. 


Remedies are difficult to suggest. 


Prairie Farmer advises where corn has 
suffered that hogs bo turned into tho 
Colds as early ;is possible, as they will 
root out and eat tho prubs. Fall plowing 
should be done late enough to mm them 
np to cold weather. In meadows they 
work in patches, eating off tho grass 
roots just below tho surface, dotting 
fields with dead spots. Here it is Oveu 
more difficult to reach them. The only 
effective, remedy seems to be to turn 
tho sod up. even if it necessitates re- 
secding. Tho urgency of each particular 
case will dot-eniiiue tho necessity of 
snch estroino measures. 


Next year when the May lind June 


beetles are feeding upon the foliage of 
trees fntnrc broods couliS be prevented 
by energetic spraying of orchard, orna- 
mental ;uid, as far as practicable, forest 
trees with paris greeu or other insecti- 
cides.

According to Prairie Farmer, tho evi-1 


denco seoms conclusive that subsoil | 
plowing on tho fertile prairie soils of 
such states as Illinois find Iowa, for in- 
stance, is nob generally profitable. 
Oc- 


casional reports, well attested, have 
shown, paying results, bnt these have 
been tho exception rather than tho rule. 
On the other hnud, the percentage of 
cases of considerable improvement in 
crops from subsoiliug i'.i Kausas and 
Nebraska seems pretty largo. Obviously 
tho deeper tho soil i* stirred, if it- is not 
naturally sufficiently porons, tho larger 
will bo the supply of available plant 
food, and the larger will bo tho reservoir 
for collecting and storing water which 
onterii the ground after rains. Much of 
tho prairie soil of Illinois is sufficiently 
porous tu a considerable depth to readily 
permit water to enter and is so admira- 
bly fitted to retain tlio-watcr, as also to 
draw it toward tho surface by capillary 
attraction. 
In snch conditions there is 


no sufficient reason for subsoiliug for or- 
dinary cropping. 
How far the condi- 


tion are different in the regions from 
which reports nre sent of marked bone- 
fit from subsoil plowing has not always I 
clearly appeared.

Crimson Clover. 


Beports from 40 groweis in 17 coun- 


ties of Michigan, hnvo been made to tho 
state experiment station concerning 
tests with crimson clover. Tho results 
as given in a bulletin recently issued 
make it seem that crimson clover is loss 
hardy th:m the common red clover, 
though there appears a difference of 
opinion on this point. Its success or fail- 
ure, however, docs not rest on that fact 
alone, to quote from the bulletin. Eed 
clover is KOWU in tho spring over most 
of this stato and has timo to become 
well established before winter, while 
crimsou clover to succeed must bo sown 
in the full or snnimcr. 
A moderate de- 


velopment in autumn, probably two or 
three inches -ill most localities, seems 
most favorable to its passing Che winter, 
though a smaller growth will winter 
safely where cove-red with snow. Plants, 
however, which nro small in tho full do 
uot attain a full development iu our 
climate, but run rapidly to seed iu^the 
spring with a single or but fow stalks. 
Judging mainly from tho experience 
of the past season, it seems probable 
that over most of the lower peuiusnla 
of Michigan crimson clover will not 
prove to be a satisfactory crop, though 
for certain locations, particularly nloug 
tho western p:irt of tho state, it seems 
worthy of. further trial. Under ordiim- 


adjoining states, could and would make it 
a groat success even if no one should come 
from far away.
